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Corn referendum 
rules set up 


T= CORN REFERENDUM 
date has been set for Tues 

day, November 25, All corn pro 
ducers in the 932-county com 
mercial corn growing area are 
eligible to vote 

The corn program for next 
year will be decided by a simple 
majority of those voting. Two 
alternative plans are offered in 
the referendum 

NEW PLAN. This program 
will eliminate corn acreage allot- 
ments. A commercial corn pro- 
ducing area will be no longer 
designated by USDA 

All corn grown will be eligible 
for price supports. The level of 
supports will be 90 percent of 
the average corn price received 
by farmers during the 3 pre- 
ceding years. But supports would 
not be allowed to drop below 65 
percent of parity 

Supports under this new pro- 
gram would be in the $1.12 to 
$1.15 area next year 

PRESENT PROGRAM. The 
other alternative being offered 
to corn growers is a continua 
tion of the present price sup 
port and acreage allotment pro 


gram. Under it, we will con- 
tinue to have a commercial corn- 
producing area with higher price 
supports than the non-commer- 
cial area. 

Producers in the commercial 
area are eligible for price sup- 
ports if they comply with the 
acreage allotments set for their 
farms. Supports by present law 
must be in the 75 to 90 percent 
of parity range. Prospective 
record supplies point to sup- 
ports at or close to the minimum 
of 75 percent for the forseeable 
future. 


‘ECRETARY BENSON has an- 

nounced that the allotment 
under this program for next 
year would probably be around 
33 million acres. This is about 
15 percent below the 38.8 million 
acre national allotment in effect 
this year 


» 


Guesses are that supports for 
next year will be around $1.29 
for compliance corn. The Secre- 
tary would also have the option 
of putting on a non-compliance 
loan at a lower level 


" Pippereniabel ASC OFFICES will 

announce the details of the 
referendum within the next 
month or 6 weeks. Most observ- 
ers are betting heavily that the 
new program will be voted into 
effect 

Allotments under the old pro- 
gram would be so low that few 
would find it practical to com- 
ply with them. Especially not 
for a support only around 15 
cents higher than is available 
under the program with no 
planting restrictions. 

Corn acreage is likely to be 
increased next year regardless 
of which program is voted in. 
USDA officials estimate that 
plantings will be boosted around 
4 million acres if allotments are 
not in effect. Even with a near- 
normal yield next year, this 
acreage will produce a corn 
crop about as big as this year’s 
record-breaker.

NON-COMPLIANCE corn 
support for this year is 
expected to be announced by 
Secretary Benson. Guesses are 
it will be around $1.05 a bushel. 
A non-compliance support has 
been offered the last 2 years. 
Last year the rate was $1.10 a 
bushel. It was $1.25 in 1956. 
Actually the need for a non- 
compliance support is greater 
this year than last. The corn 
crop is 5 percent larger, and the 
danger of a sharp drop in prices 
at harvest time is greater 
The fact that this is an elec- 
tion year also increases the like-

lihood that Benson will an- 
nounce a non-compliance sup- 
port. 
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A WOOL PRICE support of 62 
- cents a pound has been 
announced for 1959. The rate is 
the same as it has been during 
the last 4 years of the special 
incentive support program. 

The 62 cents a pound repre- 
sents 88 percent of parity for 
shorn wool as of August 15. The 
same dollar support amounted 
to 95 percent of parity this year, 
101 percent in 1957, and 106 
percent of parity for 1955 and 
1956. 

The wool incentive payment 
is made under the National Wool 
Act of 1954. It directs the sec- 
retary of agriculture to support 
prices at a level designed to 
encourage production of at 
least 300 million pounds of 
shorn wool annually. 

Production is now about 20 
percent below the 300 million 
pound goal, but it is now on the 
upturn after several years of 
decline. 


rTHE RECENT FARM INCOME 

situation report from USDA 
paints a rosy picture. It says 
farmers realized net income the 
first 9 months of this year is

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Time for annual 
roof inspection 


THE ROOF OF YOUR farm 

buildings is the first line 
of defense against the weather. 
An annual checkup protects fur- 
nishings, livestock, tools, and 
stored crops and may prevent 
costly repairs. 

Here are some pointers in de- 
tecting potential trouble spots 
and in making simple repairs: 

1. Check the roof for loose or 
split shingles, missing shingles, 
open or bare spots in roll roof- 
ing 

2. Look for loose flashings, 
defective chimney masonry,

leaks or obstructions in gutters 
and drainpipes. 

3. If the building is covered 
by wood shingles, look for rot- 
ting of shingles above butts or 
excessive curling.

Look for damp 
spots or streaks on the inside 
of the roof or on the floor of 
the attic or loft. 

5. On a bright sunny day, 
stand in attic or loft and look 
for tiny pinpoints of light in 
the roof. Push a wire or straw 
through them to help you locate 
the leaks from the outside when 
you patch. 

6. In farm homes, stains or 
discolorations on ceilings, walls, 
plaster, or wallpaper are fre- 


quently signs of “hidden leaks” 
—leaks that have traveled be- 
tween walls out of sight of in- 
habitants. Warping of floor- 
boards or window frames may 
also mean a roof leak.

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THE LATEST pig crop report is a 
true indicator of farrowings, interior 
hog prices may drop as low as $13 to $14 
at the time fall pigs go to market 

Tho that doesn’t compare with present 
prices, it’s still at a profit level for most 
folks. Especially when we look ahead to 
another big corn crop 


Dollar corn seems likely at harvest 
time. In some areas an early frost 
could catch some corn before ma- 
turity and make some cheaper corn 
available. 


Whatever the spring price situation may 
be, there are things you can do now to 
improve your profits. Top management, 
especially during the first 3 months of a 
pig’s life, can cut the cost per 100 pounds 
of pork. 

Some years, keeping sows cool at far- 
rowing time is an important item. Even 
early farrowing sows had relatively little 
trouble with heat this year 

Leon Haahr of Buena Vista county, 
lowa, has an answer for heat when it’s a 
problem: 

“T have a grove that’s always cool. It’s 
a lot less work to keep sows comfortable

Farrowing stalls—if sows are kept cool 
—save pigs from crushing. Some hog 
men with pipes buried in concrete for 
underfloor heating circulate cold water 
in the pipes for cooling during summer 
and early fall farrowings. 

Plenty of rainfall in most sections of 
the state brought good fall pastures 

Pasture gains should be slightly cheap- 
er than usual. Most folks consider this 
lush growth practically free. You wont 
have to place a big land charge against 
the pigs 

Anemia can still be a problem with fall 
pigs, especially those raised in confine- 
ment. Iron shots or pills a few days after 
birth bolster the red blood cells 


Early feeding with a good creep 
feed gets the pigs off to a fast start 
before the sow’s milk production 
starts cutting back. 


“We start feeding the pigs as soon as 
they'll eat,” says Don Schoelerman, Clay 
county, Iowa. “Up to about 75 pounds 
they get a complete feed with antibiotics 
From then on the feed contains an ar- 
senical.”

Animals heavily infested with lungworms 
are more susceptible to the flu virus 

A strict sanitation program goes a long 
way toward cutting down flu. 

Oliver Twait is quick to point out the 
value of good ventilation. He blames 
drafts for flu trouble several years ago 
on his Palo Alto county, Iowa, farm 

“Force the hogs to sleep inside at 
night,” advises Twait, ‘‘and use plenty of 
clean, dry bedding.” 

Keep a close watch on your pigs as the 
flu season approaches. And if it shows 
up in your herd, isolate the sick animals 
in a dry, well ventilated place. This may 
keep disease from spreading 


An expectorant in the water cuts 
the mucus in the animal’s throat. Oil 
on the bedding will reduce dust. 


The disease normally runs its course 
with low death losses in 3 to 5 days. The 
big danger is the flu developing into a 
secondary infection like virus pneu 
monia. This calls for veterinary attention 

“Erysipelas appears to be more preva- 
lent this year,’ points out John Herrick 
Iowa State College extension veterinarian 
“It may be tied in with the damp weather: 
we've had this summer.” 

Vaccination for erysipelas and cholera

Effect of New Corn Support Base 


NEW PRICE support system was 
written into the farm program this 
year. It bases support levels on a moving 
3-year average market price 
The American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion first proposed the new system. Un- 
der it, supports would be set at 90 per- 
cent of the average price paid to farmers 
for the preceding 3 years 
It was written into cotton, rice, and 
corn legislation this year. The new sup- 
port base will be used for corn next year 
if a majority of growers vote in favor of 
the new plan on Nov. 25 


A minimum support of 65  per- 
cent of parity is also provided in the 
new corn program. But it was in- 
cluded only as a last minute com- 
promise. 


So we may be hearing a lot more about 
the moving 3-year average price support 
base. What will it do? 

lowa State College Economists Geof- 
frey Shepherd and Kenneth Joslin answer 
this in a recent publication 

They say the new proposal is based on 
the idea that we need a loan and storage 
program only to stabilize prices around 
their average levels. And that supports

The adoption of efficient work habits 
may reduce work as much as a new con- 
veyor. No one is selling this idea. But 
perhaps someone should be.

This, say the economists, is a role that 
corn loan operations can properly per- 
form.

It simply 
says that price stabilization is one thing, 
and parity income for farm tamilies is 
another.

Several 
companies now make devices to fit on 
high clearance equipment to chop off 
the stalks above the ear. Studies at 
Illinois showed that mechanical topping 
doesn’t speed drying very much. 


BUT FARMERS who’ve tried it say it 
reduces lodging, and makes for easier 
and cleaner picking. With less stalk to 
go thru the snapping rolls, they are less 
apt to clog. With combine picker shellers, 
topping the stalks improves shelling ef- 
ficiency and speed. 


YOU CAN EXPECT to have a lot of 
lodged corn and dropped ears this fall. 
So check the moisture of your corn in 
the field every day. To keep harvesting 
losses as low as possible, start putting it

So the Chmelar’s have installed bunk 
feeders for their cattle feeding opera- 
tion. They are preparing now to auger 
high moisture corn directly from the silo 
to the concrete feeding floors for hogs 


The farm labor problem doesn’t 
appear to be improving. High hourly 
wages off the farm plus a shorter 
work week look attractive to many 
farm workers. 


“Labor will continue as a high cost 
item,” predicts Howell. “Minimum wage 
laws are certain to apply to farms in the 
future.” 
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So the possibility of a higher and 
scarcer labor supply must be considered 
in planning a mechanized materials han- 
dling system for your farm 

Economists say you can afford to add 
a labor saving piece of equipment if the 
reduced labor costs and added returns 
are greater than the added expense 

This may allow you to actually elimi- 
nate one or more hired men. Or possibly 
you could increase your operations with 
the present labor supply 

To get a better idea of the calculations 
involved, let’s consider the purchase of a 
$600 self unloading wagon 

We're assuming little or no cost of 
feeding before except for labor. Scoop 
shovels or bushel baskets don’t cost much 
initially.

Reduce this to 20 percent for equip- 
ment with few moving parts. For more 
complex machines, increase it to 40 per- 
cent. Figured at 30 percent, the self 
unloading wagon will cost $18 per year 
for repairs. 

Interest on the investment must be 
figured. At 5 percent this totals $30 
per year making a total overhead charge 
of $108. 

Operating costs in this case go mainly 
for tractor power. Figured at $1.50 per 
hour, and the wagon used 30 minutes each

If labor is available for $1 per hour, 
will the self unloading wagon save 
65 minutes time each day? 


Value of time saved may be much 
greater than $1 per hour. The extra 
time might be used to care for extra sows 
Or to handle more feeders or dairy cows 

Some folks place a high value on extra 
leisure time. Age and health of farmers 
are also factors in figuring the value of 
work saved by machinery 

The kind of work the machine is do 
ing is a factor. Time saved from driving 
a tractor isn’t quite the same as time 
saved from hauling manure by hand 

Another way of figuring how much 
you can spend to eliminate a hired man 
is to capitalize his annual salary. For ex- 
ample, if you have a hired man working 
for $2400 a year, at 5 percent you could 
borrow $48,000 for the same cost to you 

From this you must deduct about 3 
percent for annual repairs, 10 to 20 per- 
cent for depreciation, and from 5 to 30 
percent for operating costs. 

Taking an average figure for these 
costs, you would still have left over $30,- 
000 to spend on labor saving machinery 
On many farms, this amount of capital 
could replace more than one hired man 

Chore mechanization means a lot more 
to the farmer who is doing much of the 
hard work himself. He also appreciates 
leisure time more. 

Eliminating hired labor lets the oper- 
ator take direct control of operations 
rather than leaving much of the super- 
vision to the hired man. And there’s no 
worry about keeping the hired man busy 
on rainy days or during slack seasons. 

Some close figuring may reveal where 
you can save labor. And get well paid 
for it. But move cautiously. And have a 
plan for the ultimate in mechanization 
for your farm.

Why corn lodges 


HAvE YOU checked your 

corn fields lately? Chances 
are you'll begin to notice some 
lodging soon. And lodging is 
one of the most serious prob- 
lems of corn production in the 
cornbelt. 

This is true of other corn 
growing states, too. An estimate 
of losses in Minnesota during 
1956 was 10 percent of the 330 
million bushel crop. 

Stalk breakage goes hand in 
hand with lodging. This brings 
the field losses up even higher. 

Not all of this corn that goes 
down is lost, however. Most 
Iowa folks turn livestock into 
the stalk ground after the har- 
vest is finished. They'll do a 
good job of cleaning up part 
of the grain anyway. 

Lodging and stalk breakage 
are the result of several factors. 
Some of the known reasons fol- 
low: 

Root and stalk rot—Various 
fungi have been found to be the 
most important cause of root 
and stalk rot. The losses from 
these fungi are hard to deter- 
mine. Yield can be reduced 
without noticeable disease symp- 
toms or lodging. 

Insect damage—Corn borers, 
corn root worms, wireworms, 
and other harmful soil insects 
will weaken a stalk until it 
breaks and drops the ear of 
corn. 

Also, these insects open the 
corn stalk and give the fungi a 
better chance to get started. 

Nutrient balance—When the 
fertility level of a soil is out 
of balance, stalk rot will develop 
more readily. This causes more 
lodging. 

Stalk rot is especially likely 
to develop when the potash of 
a soil is low. Minnesota agrono- 
mists report that the application 
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of nitrogen alone may work for 
stalk rot organism instead of 
against it. 

Other studies show that when 
potash is applied to soils al- 
ready rich in potassium, there 
is no effect on yield or lodging. 
But when potash level is low, 
an application will help cut corn 
losses. 

Plant population—Stalk break- 
age and lodging increases sud- 
denly when plant populations 
go over 18 to 20 thousand plants 
per acre. 

With higher populations, the 
stalks are smaller, taller, and 
more likely to break. 

Variety—Standing ability of 
hybrid corn’ varieties varies 
greatiy. 

Some corn plants contain solu- 
ble substances that will slow 
down the growth of stalk rotting 
fungi. Getting the more resis- 
tant hybrids for your fields can 
pay. 

2,4-D—Corn can be injured 
if a 2,4-D application isn’t han- 
died right. An overdose may 
cause brittle stalks, or unde- 
veloped brace roots. 

When the brace roots aren’t 
developed properly, the amount 
of lodging will increase. 

These are some of the factors 
that affect corn lodging. Soil 
and weather also have a hand 
in it. 

If lodging is decreased, your 
profits go up. Take a look now 
and see if your corn is starting 
to go down. It’s too late to do 
much about it this fall, but you 
can be ready to take some pre- 
cautions next spring. 

You can reduce lodging by 
using resistant hybrids. insect 
control, proper fertilization, and 
by getting the right plant popu- 
lation. It means more profit at 
the end of the year.

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Fire prevention 
for schools 


OWA SCHOOLS are invited to 
take part in a school fire 
prevention program. 

Eligible schools include rural 
districts and each elementary 
room in consolidated, parochial, 
and town schools. 

Purpose of the program is to 
teach youngsters to recognize 
and remove fire hazards found 
in homes and on farms. 

The children study fire pre 
vention in classroom sessions 
Then the teacher and students, 
often with the help of local fire- 
men, inspect the school for fire 
hazards. 

Each student is given a fire 
hazard check card and urged 
to check his own home or farm 
They get additional credit for 
checking additional farms and 
homes. 

Statewide recognition goes to 
representatives of the 10 coun 
ties with outstanding fire pre 
vention records sometime this 
winter 

Materials for conducting the 
fire hazard check should be- 
available from your county ex- 
tension director, county superin 
tendent of schools, or local fire 
chief. Or they can be obtained 
from Ed Herron, State Fire 
Marshall, State Office Building, 
Des Moines, lowa. 





Avoid poor fire 
safety equipment 


(~~ fire safety equipment 
could reduce the number of 

deaths and injuries from home 
fires. That’s the word of George 
H. Tryon, assistant technical 
secretary of the National Fire 
Protection Association 

But he warns that many sub 
standard fire alarm systems and 
fire extinguishers are being sold 
in Iowa 

Some of these alarm systems 
are more likely to start a fire 
than to give a satisfactory warn 
ing. And some extinguishers do 
more to spread a fire than to 
stop it, he declares 


Among the _ unreliable 
fire detection and alarm 
systems are types using 
flashlight battery operated 
buzzers, spring-wound de- 
vices, electrical plug-in 
types, and whistles mounted 
on top of small aerosol cans, 
says Tryon. 

“Tin can” types of fire ex 
tinguishers which contain less 
than a pint of liquid or from 
12 to 16 ounces of dry chemical 
are hazardous, according to 
Tryon. Their range is poor, and 
spreading and quantity of the 
chemical are inadequate 

How do you tell what to buy? 
Get expert advice if possible 
perhaps from your local fire 
department. Always look for 
either “UL” or “FM” on the 
label of extinguishers and alarm 
systems. Such units have been 
tested and approved by recog- 
nized laboratories 
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ORCHARDGRASS production 
was doubled by applying 80 
pounds of nitrogen per acre in 
an lowa State College experi- 
ment.

It gave increased gains and 
improved carcass quality in 
long-fed cattle, according to 
Wise Burroughs, Iowa State Col- 
lege nutrition expert. This sub- 
stantiated results of the first 
test announced last February 
Cost of feed per pound of gain 
was cut between one-half and 
one cent per pound of gain. This 
figure, however, does not in- 
clude the cost of the Tapazole. 
This additive is not in commer- 





cial production, so its cost is 
not yet known. 
Burroughs said the experi- 


ments indicated that different 
levels of Tapazole feeding may 
be better at different stages in 


the feeding program. Steers 
will need more than 300 milli- 
grams per day for best gains 


when the feeding period is less 
than 3 or 4 months. When the 
feeding period runs beyond 4 or 
5 months, a little less than 600 
milligrams per day brings the 
greatest gain 

Light steers fed for 176 days 
produced carcasses that aver- 
aged one-fifth of a grade higher 
and out 0.6 percent 
more meat than the control car-

Reuben Strobel, Carroll coun- 

ty, lowa, turns lambs into his 

corn fields in the fall. 

Lambs are turned out into 
contour stripped fields of corn 
and oats stubble. The alternate 
strips of oats stubble between 
the strips of standing corn pro- 
vide the lambs with additional 
green forage. 

Strobel says that they usually 
clean up the oats strips and 
fence rows and gradually start 
in on the standing corn. 

His system gives good 
gains with a minimum 
amount of work. Manure 
is seattered right out in the 
fields without hauling, too. 


Rudolph Lembecke, Ida coun- 
ty, lowa, turns his lambs out 
into the corn field when corn 
starts to dry. He gets enough 
finish to sell lambs right off 
the corn fields. The lambs have 
access to adjoining alfalfa fields, 
so less protein supplement is 
needed. 

Ohio Experiment Station tests 
indicate that free-choite feeding 
of legume hay plus 0.15 pound 
of a high protein supplement 
does the best job of supplying 
a balanced ration for lambs run- 
ning in corn fields. 


Many lamb growers vac- 
cinate their lambs against 


overeating before turning 
them out into the corn 
fields. 


If lambs get a full feed of hay 
or have access to pasture before 
going into the corn, there’s less 
danger of overeating. Even 
then, it is a good idea to keep 
a watchful eye on them for the 
first few days. 

Many folks like Wayne Ru- 
piper, Carroll county, lowa, turn 
their sheep out into the corn 
field when the crop begins to 
approach harvesting maturity 
Lambs clear away lower corn 
leaves, weeds, and grass around 
fence rows. This gives clear 
sailing for mechanical pickers 
later on.

To the Editor: Let’s keep our 
75 to 90 percent supports on 
corn. But why continue to raise 
surpluses when a 10 to 15 per- 
cent surplus regulates the price 
on the other 85 to 90 percent?

VW E STARTED looking for 

trouble in the hog busi- 
ness a year ago. A 7 percent 
boost in winter farrowings in 
the major states was indicated 
at that time. 

This didn’t look like too great 
an increase. But folks were 
afraid of a bigger boost in the 
spring quarter, when 40 percent 
or more of the year’s crop is 
farrowed. 

What happened? We actually 
got a 21 percent boost in farrow- 
ings in the winter period! Yet 
market prices this past summer 


averaged well above a _ year 
earlier. 

Why? The number of pigs 
saved per litter dropped. More

Then the feared boost in 


spring pigs didn’t come. In 
fact, the major states far- 


rowed 3 percent fewer lit- 

ters this last spring than in 

1957. 

Did the warnings made a year 
ago convince swine growers to 
hold down their breedings? 
Probably. But perhaps of more 
importance was the still vivid 
memory of 10-cent hogs in the 
fall and winter of 1955 

So good hog prices coupled 
with cheaper corn, have given 


us a very favorable hog-corn 
ratio all year. With a bumper 
crop almost ready to crib, and 
memories of 10-cent hogs grow- 
ing dimmer, farmers are re- 


sponding by breeding a lot more 
gilts 


states. It indicates our present 
situation is as follows: 

In the June-August period, 
farrowings were up 17 percent. 
The Sept. 1 inventory shows 18 
percent more summer pigs. 
They will hit market in numbers 
next February, and start prices 
on a generally downward slide 
at that time. 

Intended farrowings in the 
September-November period are 
up 16 percent. With normal 
improvements in pigs saved per 
litter, this will give us about 17 
percent more pigs. 


The December-February 
intentions indicate a 20 per- 
cent boost in these winter 
farrowings. Remember, we 
had a 21 percent boost in 
winter farrowings last year. 


Actually, the market can han- 
dle more pigs in the summer 
months, farrowed in the winter 
period. Even with recent in- 
creases, we're still farrowing 
less than one-fifth our pigs in 
the winter quarter. Further 
boosts here will help level out 
production. 

The report adds up to this. 
Prospects for hog profits in 1959 
are decidedly poorer than they 
were in 1957 and 1958. It’s 
time to watch production costs 
more closely.

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Guy Bush 
dies 


‘UY BUSH, of Adair county, 
Iowa, died last month in 
Alexandria, Virginia. He was 69. 
Since 1943, Bush had worked 
for U. S. foreign agricultural 
service. He had served as agri- 
cultural attache in Brazil and 
Cuba. 

Iowa farmers will remember 

him better as one of the early 
workers for 
farm credit 
legislation, for 
the McNary 
Haugen bill, 
and for the 

AAA. 
Bush joined 
the staff of 
Wallaces Farm- 
er in 1925. He 
Bush was active in 
pushing for the development of 
meat type hogs. As a hog ex- 
pert, he was invited to visit 
Russia and came back with valu- 
able reports on farm develop- 
ment in that country. Many 
farmers heard Guy tell of his 
experiences there, particularly 
of the way in which Russia 
pushed the “kulaks”, the middle 
class farmers, off their farms. 

Bush played an _ important 
part in the development of the 
AAA corn-hog program. With 
Arden McKee, he planned the 
first state corn-hog meeting in 
the United States. Invitations 
went out from the office of Wal- 
laces Farmer to all farm organi- 
zations to attend a meeting at 
Des Moines. 

At that meeting, R. M. Evans 
was named as a member of the 
first Iowa corn-hog committee. 
Evans went on to become state 
chairman of the AAA and later 
administrator at Washington. 


When Bush left Wallaces 
Farmer, he worked for the 
AAA in several capacities. 
One assignment was as head 
of the regional office in 
Denver. 

Later on, result of his 
interest in Latin American prob- 
lems, he was appointed agricul- 
tural attache in Brazil. 

Bush was active and influen- 
tial in every important farm pro- 
gram from 1921 on. By choice, 
he stayed in the background; 
his services were more impor- 
tant than most people realized.

Way to get offspring 
of desired sex 

A Michigan scientist has con- 
trolled the sex of new born rab- 
bits in about 70 percent of his 
tests. Now his work is being 
turned to the possibility of doing 
the same with cattle. 

In other tests, some success 
has been reported with both rab- 
bits and swine. 

The sperm carrying male and 
female characteristics are sepa- 
rated by treating the semen with 
electric current. It seems pos- 
sible that sometime in the fu- 
ture, breeders will stand a good 
chance of getting animals to 
drop offspring of the desired 
sex. 


Flu in hogs 


This is the time of year when 


flu shows up on many farms. 
To prevent it, give your hogs 
well-bedded, draft-free, well- 


ventilated sleeping quarters. 


Foot rot 
Wet yards and pastures for a 
period of time often bring on 


foot troubles. Foot rot is the 
result of infection in the sole of 
the foot following a bruise or 
cut. 

Damp, dirty yards and pens 
harbor the germs that produce 
this infection. Veterinarians 
find that antibiotics and sulfa 
preparations used either in the 
veins or muscles help acute 
cases. 

Cleaning and bandaging the 
hoof also helps. Foot baths are 
of no value if the animals still 
are forced to walk in muddy or 
filthy yards 

However, the use of lime on 
stable floors, and foot baths 
containing slack dips will aid 
in preventing serious infections

(Continued from preceding page) 
ly sell as well as select markets. 
The average number of markets 
used per Iowa association in 
1924 was two. But 252 associa- 
tions used only one market. 


Local livestock cooperatives 
in Iowa declined in numbers 
after the mid-twenties. Many of 
them were too small to give 
service to start with. Others 
did not adjust operations to de- 
velop new market opportunities. 


Recent reports indicate 
about 40 active local coop- 
eratives in Iowa handling 
somewhat less than a mil- 
lion hogs. 


Iowans, thru the Corn Belt 
Meat Producers Association, as- 
sisted in 1906 in organizing the 
Cooperative Livestock Commis- 
sion Company as a protest to in- 
creased commission rates at Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, and St. 
Joseph. 

Other commission agencies of 
interest to lowa were organized 
by the Farmers Union at Oma- 
ha in 1917 and at Sioux City in 
1918. Producer commission 
agencies were organized at Chi- 
cago in 1921, at Sioux City in 
1924, and at Omaha in 1937. 

At Sioux City a third farmers’ 
selling agency was established 
in 1933 by the Progressive Farm- 
ers’ Union. For 2 years follow- 
ing 1930, a federation of local 
livestock cooperatives at Mason 
City sold hogs cooperatively. 

In 1930, a livestock marketing 
corporation was organized in 
lowa by the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration to sell hogs as a unit as 
developed under Federal Farm 
Board plans. Discontinuing hog 
selling about 1934, the lIowa 
Livestock Marketing Corpora- 
tion then served as a procure- 
ment agency for feeder cattle 
and sheep until it ceased opera- 
tions about 1938 

Following 1920 there was a 
rapid rise in volume of Iowa 
hogs marketed at local packing 
plants in Iowa. In 1920 lowa 
plants received slightly less than 
16 percent of the lowa hog mar- 
ketings. Ten later they 
got 30 percent 

The proportion of lowa hogs 
received at lowa packing plants 
reached a peak of nearly 60 
percent in 1942. But the per- 
cent declined somewhat 
since then.

In 1952, the proportion 
of lowa hogs going to public 
stockyards was 30 percent, 
to lowa packers 52 percent, 
and to packers in other 
states 18 percent. 


The expanding sale of slaugh- 
ter hogs to local packing plants 
appears to reflect the choice of 
many farmers in selection of 
place of sale. 

Likewise many farmers have 
shown specific interest in sales 
barns as outlets for locally pro- 
duced stocker, feeder, and 
breeder animals including so 
called two-way cattle. But most 
farmers seem to prefer public 
stockyards for well finished 
cattle.

Credit may help 
increase income 


Wise use of credit can help farmers 
increase their net income and boost 
their living tandard, reports R. A. 
Christiansen, USDA economist. 

Don't be afraid of credit 

It may be a meat to better farm 
income, just like a good dairy herd is 
a mear toward better income 

Christiansen cautions farmers, how- 
ever, not to use redit unwisely, for 
uch a step can spe financial r n. 

He advises farmers to consider three 
questions when the ire thinking of 
applying for a loan 

(1) Can your net income be increased 
with borrowed fund 

(2) Is borrowing money the best way 
to get the things you want?” 

(3) Do you have enough financial 
strength to stand the risk involved? 


Borrowing money to buy fertilizer 


and other profit-building production 
items can be good business for farm- 
ers in some cases in the present cost- 
price squeeze 

But be sure to consider these pre- 
cautions: don't over-estimate your fu- 
ture income; don't under-estimate your 
expenses; make sure you allow suffi- 
cient leeway for poor crop years as 
well as good ones.

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DON’T OVERLOOK the now-proved practice of storing 
high moisture corn in tower silos. Early picking helps you 
avoid much of the usual 10 percent picker loss. And wet 
corn is producing 5 to 10 percent bigger gains on both hogs 
and beef cattle. For best results, either shelled or chopped 
ear corn should carry 25 percent or more moisture when 
ensiled, however 


FEEDER CATTLE PRICES have been running $6 to $8 
above a year ago. Everybody seems to want cattle. Feeders, 
packers, and ranchers are all in the competition. This 
brings a tendency to upgrade those available. For example, 
good cattle may be sold as good to choice. So it’s especially 
important to do a good job of buying. You can’t count on 
a price margin to cover up poor buying. If you’re short on 
experience in this field, look for some expert help when 
selecting cattle this fall 


SOME FEEDLOT GOSSIP says that feeder cattle 
previously implanted with hormones like stilbestrol 
aren't a good buy. University of Illinois workers say 
this just isn’t so. Tests so far indicate that steers im- 
planted twice do just as well in the feedlot as those 
treated only during feeding. 


SYSTEMIC INSECTICIDES for grub control are getting 
a push by one Iowa packer. The company announced that 
it will pay up to $1 per head premium for treated cattle with 
less than five grubs per animal. The insecticides should 
be applied between now and Dec. 15. Tests show one-tenth 
to one-fourth pound added daily gain, as well as a more 
valuable carcass. Your July 5 issue of Wallaces Farmer

THE OUTLOOK for next year’s bean crop may not be as 
bad as this might indicate. Production increases have been 
made on an increasing acreage—not on higher yields per 
acre. Acres in soybeans could drop next year as more land 
goes to other crops. The shift seems likely because of 
changes in the farm program for corn and other crops. This 
doesn’t mean a soybean boom, tho. The expected carryover 
will keep a lid on prices. See page 22 for details on the soy-

THE PIG CROP REPORT issued by USDA in Sep- 
tember ties down forecasts of a big increase in hog 
numbers. Fall pigs are up 17 percent—enough to trim 
down the usual late winter strength in prices. Winter 
farrowings indicate 21 percent more pigs. This alone 
might be for the better. It would help smooth out the 
usual dip in hogs marketed during the summer. But 
this big a boost in spring pigs will bring a big dip in

A STORAGE CRISIS will face USDA next year when it’s 
time to take over the big 1958 crop. Harvest time prices 
will push a lot of the crop under loan protection. Price 
prospects do not indicate that much of it will be redeemed. 
USDA doesn’t want to build any more bins. So look for a 
big push for resealing on the farm. Keep this in mind while 
planning storage for this year’s crop.
